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PREFACE. 


I is « ſtrange thing, That after all that has been ſo often 


repeated and inculcated, concerning the Implacable and In- 

veterate Hatred of the Papilts in general, having given 

up their Conſciences to the Management of Prieſts and Je- 
ſuites, 4g4inſt all that make any Prof of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, there ſhould be yet a ſort of People, That ſaffer them- 
ſelves to be ſo far intoxicated with the Sweet Draughts of the 
Whore's Cup in the Revelation, that uothing can retrieve them 
from that Phrenſical Intoxication , but that they will ſtill 
be hankering after the Fleſh Pots of Popiſh Slavery and Arbi- 
trary Power, theſe People are ſtill diſtempered and infeted with 
the Monſtrous Excreſcencies of Arbitrary Power in” one ſingle 
Member, above all the Lews of the whole Infallibility, Divine 
Right,. &c. ſtarted by Knaves and Sycophants, believed by 
Fools, ſo credulous and good-natured, 4s not to believe Matter of 
Fatt; being the frongeſ Proof and 4 far better Rule to ſteer 
Mankind by, than all the empty Notions of the Schools invented, 
pnly to, 'perplex and confound. our Racionations. Once more 
therefore let them take a ſhort Account of Publick Promiſes, 
Oaths and ſolema ContraQts fo ſcandalouſly violated, not 
only with the Heretics, but even among themſelves, 
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In «Word, to come to our own Home, the Plots and Conſpi- 

racies which have bin promoted by the Roman Catholicks in Enp- 
land, ſince the Reformation, are of that Nature, and have cauſed 
ſuch dreadful Convulſions both in Church and State, that ityis a 
great Argument of the Goodneſs and Providence of God, that 
this Kingdom has bin able to bear ſo many Brunts, and to 
__ ſo many deep Deſigns as has brought us to the very Brink 
of Ruine. 
=. then the Almighty, more out of the Goodneſs of his Pro- 
vidence than our own Deſervings, has bin pleaſed by this our late 
Deliverance, zo free ws from the Treachery avd Inhdelity of our 
Antichriſtian Adverfaries, *6y defeating the Hopes, and totally 
overthrowing the Contrivances of that reſtleſs, Implacable, 
axd pertideous Fattion ; certainly they muſt be very impious or 
very Ungrateful, who inſtead of adoring the boundleſs Frvour 
of Heaven towards them, will ſtill be hankering after the Abo- 
minations of Rome, and ſeeking to cloſe again with Idolatry. 
Nor muſt they be leſs ftupid, who finding themſelves at Liberty 
from Tyranny and Superſtition, would be again ſubmitting their 
Necks ander the Toke of Arbitrary Oppreſſion. + 

Rather it would become them to pay their moſt thankful Ac- 

knowledements to God in the firſt Place : And-in the next to the 
Inſtrument of their Happy Deliverance, and with all grateful 
Logalty and Obedience, ſo to behave themſelves toward his preſent 
Majeſty, as not to diſturb him by their own Froward Murmur- 
ings 4,4 Diſcontents, and by their own idle Heats and Animo- 
fities, in carrying on andbringing to Perfettion the Great Work 
which he has ſo magnunimouſly and piouſly begun: Which till 
they do, t hey muſt be lookt upon no otherwiſe, than as ſuch who 
ſeek their own Deſtruttion, Troublers of Virael, that will nei- 
ther be at Quiet themſelves, nor ſuffer others to enjoy the Benefit 
of the Public Tranquility.

He made a 
Gaol of his own Houſe, ſuch was his irveterate Matice againſt 
the Evangelics, where the poor Creatures lay in the Stocks, 
and under other” Torments whole Days and Nights tagether. 
And i$iwe may judge of the Heart of a Man by his Words, cer- 
tainly nothing could more evidently declare the inveterate Ma- 
lice of the Man then his own Expreſſions ; nor could any thing 
be more unchriſtiar-like, _then what he ſaid to one that was 
brought before him : They call me bloody Bonner, (aig lie; a ven- 
gegriee on you all, I would fain be rid of you, but ye delight in burn- 
rh7. But if I might have my Will, F would 'fow wp your Mouths, 
and put ye in Sacks, and drown ye.No leſs bitter and inhuman way 
that -other Saying of the Biſhop, to another in his Cuſtody ; 
Thow art 4 vile Heretic, and 1 will burn thee, or 1 will ſpend all 
7 hkve to my Gown. ri ng hp per 
Theſe being the two great Maſter-Wheels that moy'd the 
Perſecution in Queen Mares dayes, with full Power and Authos» 
rity in their bands, bad their inferior Iaſtruments you may be 


ſure, 
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ſare, their Harpsfeilds and their Thorntons, their Promoters, 
Amparitors and Sumners in all corners of the Kingdom, and all 
aflng you may be ſure with all the double diligence binagioable, 
there being-no ſtep ſo probable to Charch-Preferment, as 'to be 
thought'a good Hangman and Executioner ; \no Man ſo Praiſe- 
worthy, as the moſt (edulous and treacherous Informer. 

And now began thoſe blazing Bonfires of Human Fleſh in all 
Towns and Cities of the Nation ; ſuch horrid roaſtings, toaſt- 
ings, and broylings of Mankind, which if fo terrible to' the 
ear, of neceſſity muſt have bin dreadful to the fight of the Be-' 
holders, Young and Old, Men and Women, faggoted together

And becauſe it is the buſineſs of theſe few ſheets, to ſet forth 
the Cruelties of the Papifs, in their malicious Proſecution of 
the Proteftarits, and to ſhew' what dangerous Maſters they are 
like to prove where-c'er they get the upper hand, we ſhall begin 
with Bloody Bonner (for that was the glorious Epitaph which 
he had acquir'd to himſelf, by his inhuman way of endeayouring, 
as he pretended, to Convert the Miſguided Preteftanrs) whoſe 
Rage and Malice was ſo exorbitant toward thoſe innocent Crea- 
tures, 'that he laid aſide the Funfion- of Biſhop, and rather 
choſe to take upon him the Office of a Hangman and Tormentor, 
then to be out of Employment. To which purpoſe he had in bis 
own Houſe his Priſons and Dungeons, of which two were more 

rticularly jremarkable ; the one call'd bis Cole- Houſe, where 
kept his Priſoners without Meat or Drink, allowing them only 
an Half-peny a day for Bread, and a Farthing a day for Drink : 
Adjoyning to which Cole-houſe was another cloſe Dungeon, where 
the poor Priſoners were kept with their Hands and Feet all at

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once-in- the Stocks, not _—_— great torment and miſery. In 
this Dungeon Thomas Wbirrle; a Miniſter of Efex, who through. 
the extremity of his Impriſonment, was conſtrain'd by Writing - 
to, yigld to the, Biſhop of London his'Jaylor, upon which he wes» 
{&t;at..libert 4 Þut ſoon after repenting of what he had done, 
he came to the Biſhop's Regiſter, and asking for his Bill of Re- 
cantation, tore it with his own hands. With which the Bloody 
Biſhop being acquainted, ſent for the Miniſter again, fell upon 
tum, with a Lyon-like fyry, cuft and box'd him till his Face was 
Dag ae blew, and at laſt pluckt away a great part of his 


"Beſides this Cole-houſe, he had another Priſon withis his Honſe, - 
which was cald Aondays-hole, which Dungeon was within a 
Court where the Prebends Chambers were, being a Vault under 
Ground, havipg a Window enclos'd with a Pale, about four-Foot..

Feet in Stocks on purpoſe provided within the ſaid Priſon. 
With which! inhuman dealing, and for want of Food, no lefs 
then three at once were famiſh'd to Death, and by the Tyran- 
nical Biſhop"commanded to be calt like Dogs intothe Fields : 
For ſuch is the Mercy of Popiſh Charity, that they will not allow 
ſo much as Chriſtian Burial to Heretics. His very Parlour, and 
his Orchard at Falham Cid the inraged Biſhop turn into Places 
of Execntion-; ole) 1061 

; For the Biſhop being inraget at the Conſtancy of one Thomas 
Thomkins, a Weaver, who was his Priſoner at'Fulbam, ſent for 
him one day into his Parlour, in the preſence of Dr. Harpsfeild, 
Pendleton, and Chadſey, At what time the poor Man ſtanding 
ſtifly. ig defence of his Faith, the cruel Biſhop having a Wax- 
Candle of, three; wicks! ſtanding, by/him- upon his Table; took 
hum by the Fingers, and held his: Hand direQly over the Flame, 
tillthe Veins/ſhravk, and' the Sinews burſt; inſomuch that the 
Water ſpurted forthiin Har pifeild's Face. 
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in the like manner did the Biſhop ſerve-a poor pitiful blind 
Harper ; /who being bropght before him for a Heretic, preſently 
cry's the inſyltiog Prelate, Such blind Abjeftr-as thou will be fol- 
loning Heretical Preachers 5 but #hen they come: once 20 feel the Fire, 
will ve the firfl ther fly from it, To whom when the poor Man re- 
ply'd, That the every Faynt of bim were burnt, yet he truſted in God 
be ſhould net fly, the Biſhop order'd a burning Coal to be brought 
him, and then thruſting it into the hollow of his Hand, com- 
manded his Servapt toclutch-it again, till the poor Man's Hand 

was mifer:bly burnt to the Bone. | 
And berauſe the Blhop: knew - it was as much the Office 'of 
an Executioner, toScourge as well as Burn, he reſolv'd to be no 
leſs remarkable for the one then the other. Among the Sufferers 
at his cruel Hands, of this nature, was one Thomas Hirſhaw, a 
young Lad of about Nineteen. or T wenty years of Age,- who be- 
cauſe he adventur'd to diſpute the Caſe with the Biſhop'and his 
Archdeacon Harprfeild, was'adjudg'd a Heretic 3- and by Bonner, 
then being at Falbam, carry'd into his Garden, and: there' in an 
Arbor, being commanded tqkneel down againſt a Bench, was 
forc'd to endure the fury of Borner, who laid on with a Rod of 
Wiljows till he was quite out of, Breath. Of the fame number 
W3s 81{o rnother, whoſe Name was Jobs Wills, who beeabſe he 
refus'd to recant; as.the Biſhop would have had him, 'wss 'im- 
mediately carry'd into his Arbor in the Orchard, where the 
enrag 4 Prelate belabonr'd the poor Young Man firſt with Wit- 
low, then with Birchen Rods, till his ſtrength, tho” not his fury, 
fayd him. y | ah 
But the moſt Tragical Aft, (which if not committed by him 
yet..-was-:no Jeſs permitted | by 'him-in his own Houſe, which 
was the ſametbing, while he had knowledge of-the Fatt,) was 
the barbarous Whipping of a Child of about Eight or Nine years 
of age, that came to the Palace for leave to fee his Father in 
Lellards Tower, This Child being told by one of the Chaplains 
that firſt met him, That his Father was a Heretic-z made Anſwer; 
That bis. Father was no Heretic, but that He, meaning the 
Chaplain; was a Heretic, as having Balaam's Mark. -'For which 
the Chaplain carry'd him into the Biſhop's Houfe,- where among 
them they ſo cruclly handled the poor Child, that he + within 
ourteen 
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fourteen days. However it were, ' Banncr fe:ring the DeteCftion 
of a Crime ſo horrid, relcas'd. the Father. in:/hopes his Mercy to 
the Father, might atxone for the Death-of the Ghuld. / 

' Theſe Barbaritiey thus ated byBonxcr,and perpetrated within 
his own Walls, were-committed by the reſt of the Gang, with 
equal virvlency and inveteracy. Particularly by one Sir Edward 

yrrel, a Juſtice of the Peace at that time in Efex, who coming 
to Colchefter to apprehend an old Man and his Wife that were 
accus'd of Hereſie': After he had feiz'd the Father and Mother, 
not liking the Replies which the Daughter gave bim; to certain 
Queſtions which he put to her, took the Candle out of her hand, 
and holding the Maid by the Wriſt, held the flaming Candle 
under her hand ſo long, till the very Sinews crackt aſunder ; 


bidding her, Cry Whore, why ye young Whore wont ye ory ?, And.ia 
the end, after the Sinews burſt, that, all the houſe heard them, 
be thruſt the, Maid vielently from him; calling her, /rong Whore, 
ſhameleſs Beaſt,and beaſtly Whore,to ſhew how well he could follow 
the Examples of his Superiors. 

Mr. Robert Samuel, Miniſter of Barfoldin Suffolk, was moſt in- 
humanly handled by Dr. Hopron the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, and 
bis Chancellor Dr. Dowling, Who after they had- got him in 
their clutches, kept him in'a cloſe Dungeon, chain'd bolt up+ 
right to a-great Poſt, in ſuch a manner, that ſtantling only on 


upon his Toes. And to make amends for the-pain which he 
ſuſfer'd by that means, they kept him without Meat or Drink, 
ſo, that he way, moſt! uamercifully toxmented with hunger and 
thirſt ;, only thav they allow'd him two-or three mouthfuls: of 
Bread day, and three ſpoonfuls of Water, to keep Life-and 
Soul together ; infomuch that his burning, which afterwards 
enſu'd, was buta trifle in compariſon which he had ſuffer'd in 
tedious Impriſonment z while the quick: mercy of the Fire de- 
liver'd him. from the! more. {everc 'Cruelties of the Biſhop and 
Chancellor. - \,-.. ; | , 

At Cheſter, one' George Marſb, a Prieſt, being, condemn'd by 
DoCtor Coates, then Biſhop of that Dicceſe, was carry*d ta 
the Stake, where to the uſual crucity of Burnif'g, they added 
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all the while he exerciled this Crnelty,. reviling the Maid, and . 


tiptoc, he- was forc'd' to ſtay the whole weight of his Body - 
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a new Invention, of pouring melted Pitch upon his Head, 
In the Town of St. Peter's Port, in the Ifland of Gaernſey, three 
Women,a Mcther and her two Daughters, being firſt impriſon'd 
upon Suſpicion of Buying Stoln Goods,after they were acquitted 
of that, were again remanded to Goal, for not going to Maſs. 
Of which the Magiſtrates gave notice to Jaques Amy, and to 
other of the Clergy, whoſe officious zeal for the Popiſh Cauſe 
was ſo enormouſly extraordinary, that upon,the bare Letter 
of the: Magiſtrates, they return'd the three Women for Here- 
tics, tho' they had never bin ſo much a$ Examin'd before them, 
or had had any particular Information againſt them. But the 
Magiſtrates underſtanding that the Women had not been Ex- 
amin'd by the Dean, would not fit upon them in Judgment, 
- until they had been firſt carry*d before the Dean and Curate to 
be Examin'd of their Faith. Which being done, after a ſhort 
Examination ſeverally and apart, they were return'd to Priſon 
again, After which the Dean ſent a Sentence under his own 
Seal and the Curate's Sign, whereby the Women were Con- 
demn'd as Heretics, and deliver:d over to the Magiſtrate to do 
Execution. The Women being ſent for to receive their Sen- 
tences, -defir'd to- know their Accuſers, and what was laid to 
their Charge, for that they knew not that they had at any time 
offended the Queen or the Church, being ready to obey the Or- 
dinances of both, as good Subjects ought todo. But notwith- 
ſtanding their Reaſons and Allegations, the three Women were 
all condemn'd and adjudged to be Burnt. And now theſe three 
Innocent People (only for the Name of Heretics) being brought 
to the Stake, the-Mother was faſtned to-the middle Poſt, the 
Eldeſt Davghter on the Right-hand, and the Youngeſt on the 
Left. They were firſt ſtrangled ; but the Rope breaking before 
they were dead, the poor Women fell in the Fire. - At what 
time happen'd a doleful ſight, that would have drawn Compaſ- 
fion from the moſt barbarous of Infidels. For one of the Daugh- 
ters, who was Big with Child, falling on her ſide, as her Belly 
burſt with the vehemency of the Flame, the Infant being a luſty 
Man-Child; fell in the Fire, and was preſently ſnatcl'd out of 
the Fire, and laid upon the Graſs, by one that ſtood by. Imme- 
diate)y the Child was carry'd to the Magiſtrate, But the Bailiff, 
neither 
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neither regarding the miraculous Acts of Providence, nor moy*d 
with common Humanity, upon an Infant ſo wonderfully pre- 

. ſery'd, cither out of ſtupid Ignorance or wilfal Blindneſs, or- 
-dered it'to be carry'd back againand thrown into the Fire. And 
'thus the Infant, baptiz'd in his awn Blood, was both born and 
dy'd x Martyr, [leaving behind'him, "to' the World, which it 
ſcarcely ever ſaw, a miſerable Spectacle of che Herodian Cruelty 
of Popiſh Tormentors. 

In like manner Eliz, Pepper, being one of thirteen, -that were 
burnt together at Srratford Le Bow, being abour thirty Years of 
Age, tho' they well knew that ſhe' was far gone with Child; 
was hurried with the reſt tothe Stake, and ronſum®d to Aſhes, 
with the Fruit of her Womb; ſuch is the difference between 
Popiſh and Proteſtant Mercy, which never denies a Reprieve, 
even to the worlt of Fellons, tho! but upon the bare Suggeſtion 
of a great Belly. Nor did this Inhumanity extend to the Living, 
but their Barbarity ſtil]- perſecuted the Bodies of the Dead ; for 
after they had tormented ſeveral in their loathſom Dangeons to 


deny them the common Favour of Chriftian Burial. Thus Ew. 
Burton, Eſq; dying in the Dioceſs of Che#er, and deſiring to, be 
buried in his Pariſh Church of $. Chaddt'in Shrewwbury, the Cu- 
rate of the Pariſh ; Joby» Marſhal, wonld 'not- foffer the Inter- 
ment ofthe Corps. Upon which, one of the Friends of the De- 
ceaſed making anſwer, That God wovld jadge him at the laſt day: 
The Curate replyed, Judge God or Devil, he ſhould not be bu- 
ried there: So that they were forced to bury the Gentleman in 
his own Garden. Thus Wilkam Glover, dying a pretended He- 
retic, and his Friends deſirous to have buried him in the Pariſh 
Church of Weme in' Shropſhire,” the Biſhop of Covermry and Litch- 
field, ſent forth a Mandate, not only to command the Curate, 
that he ſhould not be buried in Chriſtian Burial, but that no Man 
ſhould procure,help or ſpeak'to have him buried in-Holy Ground: 
And whereas his Brother Feb» Glover, dying inthe ſame Condi- 
tion'at Coventry, was buricd by ſtealth in the-Church-yard, with - 
our Prieſt or Clerk; + yet when 'Dr. Dranr, the Chancellour, 
came to hear of it, he ordered him to be taken up again, and 
calt over the Wall into the High-way. To which, when the 
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Parſon anſwered, That he had lain fix W eeks, ard ſmelt ſo that 


it was impoſſible to endure the Stench. Well then, ſaid Dran, 
take this Bill and-pranoyace him in the, Pulpit a damned Soul, 


and a twelvemath heace caſt his Carcaſs over the Wall.for : Carts ' 


and, Horſes.:to go: over , . ard then- I, wil come ard con- 
eraſe again. that ; place of the Church-yatd, . where - be 
ay. | 
[n the Caſtle of Canterbury, noleſs then five being famiſh'd to 
death,they were all buried ia the High-way, by order of Thorntoz,, 
the, Suſtragan of Dover, otherwiſe call'd Dick of Dover. For in- 
deed ſuch was. the. extream, ſeverity of Thernton and Harpsficld, 
that the Goalers of Canterbury,, whether of their own rugged 
Natures, or call'd out of purpoſe, either would not or durſt not 
admit of the Relief which was ſent or brought the balf-famiſh'd 
Priſoners ; but they either turned it back, or kept. it. for 
their own. uſe. | | 
After all this, what may be thought of the deteltable and 
execrable piece of contigued Malice and Violation of . the Sepul- 
chres of the Dead, exerciſed at Cambridge towards the Bones of 
Bucer and Phagins z, Perſons that while they lived, ſo far tran; 
ſcending in Learning and Piety, the whole Rabble of Uliterat 
and Ungvdly Biſhops and Prieſts, who ſo violently proſecute 
their Sacred Relicts, that they were-not to be gam'd in the ſame 
day with thoſe two Great.and Famous Men ? This , was: a piece 
of Pageantry, ,perform'd with ſo much Fomp and Solemnity, 
that nothing more deteCted the Rancour and Hatred of the Par 
pits againſt all Men of Piety and Vertue: Nevertheleſs it pro- 
ceeded ſo high, thar the deceaſed, Brcer and Phagin. were for- 
mally-cited to appear. before, certain Commillianers; appointed 
far their Judges,. and for default of Appearance; ..not, only. thein 
Perſons, but their Books and'their Bones were condemned as Hes 
retical, after a ridiculous Examination of Witneſles againft the 
Dead,theChurches where they lay buried were excommunicated, 
& after all,their Coffins were taken vp,and'beipg chain'd ta their 
ſeveral Stakes, and burnt, together with their, Bones, ngt with, 
out. the Indignation-and Laughter of the People-that beazld tf 
hatefujSpectacle; who as they derided the Folly, fo likewMe they, 
abominatcd the ridiculous Cruelty of the Actors. Nordis their 
arbarous 
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barbarons Fury end here, for they purſned the very Bones of 
Peter Martyr's Wife to Oxford, where, without any conſidera- 
tion of her Sex or her Religion'(which had never been made 
known, by reaſon her Language was not underſtood) her Corps 
was digged up, and buried nnder a Donghil.- But at” length, 
after the Death of Queen Mary, this Perfecution ceas'd, atcer 
the burning of two hundred eighty four; tho Grindal, who 
liv'd in that time, reports, That in two Years. eight hundred 
were burnt, beſides ſixty, who after- moſt Severe and Cruel 
Uſage dy*d in Priſon. Ard to ſhew that it was not the Converſion 
but the utter extirpation of the Heretics, which thofe mifchiev- 
ous Papiſts aimed, and ſhll do aim at, ray readily appear, by 
the ſtory of Bembridze, who was burnt near Wincheſter This 
Man feeling the Violence of the Fire, cryed ont, That he re- 
canted ; whereupon the Sheriffcauſed his People to por out the 
Fire; in kopes, that ſince the Popiſh Cteryy d red the Conver-= 
ſion and not the Deſtrution of 'Heretics, fucnan 2 of Mercy 
would not diſpteaſe them. Bat the Council ſent him Orders in 
Writing, To goon and execute the Sentence, and to take care 
that the Priſoner dy'd a good Catholic ; for it was faid, if he re- 
canted ſincerely he was fit ro dye, if he did it} not lincerely,”, he 
was 96t fit to tive: And after af was done, the Sheriff was com» 
mitted to the Fleet for his Prefamption. Bur Hirpgirlt was, nat 
of 'the Sheriff*s mind,” he urtderſtood” the Senſe of the Roman 
Catholics: better ; for he having ſeveral condemned Priſoners 
under his Cuſtody in Canterbary, and being at London, , at the 
time when Queen Mary lay dangeroufly *fick, made haſt home 
for fear themiſerable Creatures ſhoutd efcape by; her dearh ; ad 
was {ſo ſpeedy, 'that five were burnt before the News of tet 
Death could arrive. " IO 

Aﬀter all this, what difference between the Religion of theſe 
Cruel Papiſts, and the Religion of the Ancient Druid; iv Fr.mce, 
which''Sneronme calls: Religromm dirx fmmanitatic ? (is Druids 
were always beſmearing their Altars with rhe Blobd 6f their 
Slain'Captives ; and Popiſh Cruelty is/never fatisfy'd, bur when 
they are fumigating their Hoſt with the Blood of Heretlc Fo- 
locauſts ;, fo that the ſame Reaſon which moved C/ :44:45, a Hea- 
then Emperour, to aboliſh the one, may juſtifie a Chriſtian 
Prince, 
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Prince, in at leaſt exterminating the other out of his Do- 
minions. 

But now to trace them into- other Conntriesz; we find this 
cruel Generation of Men ſtill perpetrating the ſame or worſe 
Atts of Inbumanity,. if worſe can be, wherever they get foot- 
ing and Power, and either by the Fury and exorbitant Tyranny 
of their Inquiſition, or by the Arms of bigotted Zealots, whole 
Country's waited and depopulated, and the Natives cut off from 
the Face of the Earth by Rapine and tormentingMarder. 


Tn thePerfecution of the Waldenſes of Provence, ſuch was the 
mercileſs Cruelty of Mixiers, at the Inſtigation of the Pope 
and his Legates, that heinvaded their Territories withan arm'd 
Force, by the Permiſſion of Francs I, at what time the People 
were [lain without reſiſtance, Women-and their Davghters-ra- 
viſhed, the Breaſts of many Women with Child cut-off,, many 
that were with. Child murthered, after which their [Infants were 
famiſh'd to Death. All their Habitations were pillag'd, ſackd and 
burnt; and Proclamation made, That no Man ſhould give ;avy 
Relief to thoſe that remain'd alive. Upon the taking of Cabri- 
eres, Minicrs caus'd all the Men to be brought into a Field, - and 
to be cut -in Peices, the Soldiers ſtriving who ſhould ſhew the 
beſt of their Manhood in. cutting off Heads, Legs and iArms. 
And as for the Women,: . he caus'd them ta be locks in- a-Born, 
with a great quantity of Straw, and ſo ſet fire to it, ſo that 
many Women with Children were burnt : Upon which a Soldier 
moy'd with Compaſſion, . opened a Hole in- the. Wall- far. ſome 
of them to eſcape'; but Miners cauſed them to. be beaten back 
again with Pikes.and Halberts. Some of them alſo. thaticame 
forth, he ſlew with hisown Hands, ripping open their, Bellies; 
ſo that their Children came forth, which he trod under his Feet. 
Many fled into Cellars and Caves, which he caug'd to be dragg'd 
out, driven into the Field, ſtnipp'd; ſtark. nak'd,. azd thenflajn, 
After this Miners ſent ope of. his Captains to the,Churghs whi- 
ther ſeveral, Wamen and Children,were fled for., SanQuary z 
whom be puit all to- the: Sword 4 ſparing, neither: Young nor 
-old. Moen 
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Then marching to a Place call'd Cota, where his Men commit- 
ted the ſame Outrages and Slavghters, raviſhing Women and 
Virgins to that ty degree, that the Women with Child and 
young Maids dyed preſently after. Such, as hid themſelves in 
Rocks and Caves were either famiſhed to Death, or elſe choak'd 
with Fire and Smoak put to the Mouths of the Caves. 

In the beginning of this Perſecution, there was one Fob de 


| Roma, a Monk, who had got a Commiſſion to examin thoſe whom 


he ſuſpeCted tobe Heretics,and which he exerciv'd with all forts 
of Cruelties upon thoſe that fell into his Clutches; among. the 
reſt, this was one. He filled Boots Tull of boiling Greaſe, and 
put them upon their Legs, tying them backwards over a- Form 
with their Legs hanging down over a Fire, after which manner 
he moſt wy tormented ſeveral, and then as Cruelty put them 
to Death. 


No leſs was their Rage againſt the Heretics in Bohemia, where 
they made nothing to piſtol the Reformed Paſtors in their Pul- 
pits z and ſhot one Aged Miniſter, among the reſt, as he lay ſick 
4n his Bed. | 

In the Town of Anion the Commiſſioners demanded of the 
People a poſitive Anſwer, Whether they would turn Catholics 
orno? And when one, in the name of the reſt reply'd, That 
Conſcience neither would nor could be forc'd, he was preſently laid 
upon the Ground and beaten ; and ſtill denying to turn Catho- 
lic, when he could hardly ſpeak, was torn in pieces. 

At another Place the Senators refuſing to turn Apoſtates, the 
chiefeſt of them was made to ride the Wooden-Horſe in the 
Marketplace for fix Hours together, tho' he were very Ancient; 
io that he was lame and balf dead when he was taken off 

In ſome Places they ſhut up the People in the Church, and 
forced them to receive in one kind; and if they would not kneel 
before the Hoſt, they uſed to beat their Legs with Chabs till they 
fell down ;, others they gag'd, ard when they' had propt their 
Mouths wide-open, they thruſt the Hoſt down their Throats. 
'Qthers were detain'd'in Priſons and Bonds ſo long till they dy'd, 
and particularly one was kept in a loathſome'Dungeon fo: long 
till his Feet rotted off, . 
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If any, to avoid this Tyrannie fled to the Woods or other 
Private Places for Shelter , Edits were publiſh*d forbiddin 
all to entertain them, upon Pain of forfeiting great Sums of 
Money for every Nights Entertainment. The Country People 
were fetcb'd outof their Houſes; nay, out of their 'very Beds, 
by Troops ef Soldiers, who drove them before them like Beoſts 


in the ſharpeſt of cold and bitter Weather. And with, theſe. 


poor Creatures they filled the common Priſons, Towers, Cel- 
lars, Stables; nay, and Hog-ſties tgo, where they were killd 
with Hunger, Cold and Thirſt. Marriage, Burial and Baptiſm 
were forbidden to the ProtEftants, and if they did'it privately; 
they: were kwpriſoned, or clſe put to great Fines.” Among 
others, a Heretic Surgeon, for retuſing to recant, was thrown 
into a Place full of Snakes. In fome Places the Heretics were 
ſhut up in Privies, to the end they might be poiſoned with the 
Stench. And theſe were the Charitable ways, by which the Bo- 
hemian Catholics endeavour'd to reclaim ſuch as were reroked 
from the Tyrannie af the Pope. 

The lnquilitiop was the true Pattern of. Treachery, - Perfidt- 
ouſneſs, Tyrannie and Cruelty, ereted at firſt by the Advice 
of the Dominican Fryers, againſt the Jews and Moors -in Spain, 
but afterwards turned to the Ruine and Deſtruftion of all that 
made true Profeſſion of the Goſpel. | | 
 Tothis Office belong two ſorts of Vermin, which are call'd 
Famaliars and Flies : The Familiars are to keep Company with 
all People, to creep into their Companies and grope their Bo- 
ſomes ; and under the colour of Friendſhip to give them daily 
Vilts, to bave an.-Eye upon all their Aftions, and to obſerve 
what Company tbey keep, and with whom they converſe : - And 
when theſe Familiars' bave pickt up ſufficient Matter for Infor- 
mation, they preſently accuſe them to the Inquifitors, Now, 
ſo ſoon as any one is Arreſted by any of thefe Familiars, the 
take from him all the Keys of bis Studles, Cabinets, Cheſts a 
Trunks whatſoever, and they take an Inventory of kis Goods ; 
in the doing of which, the Familiars, who are generally Bawds, 
Eb Shoplifts, and the ſcum of the People, will be fare to 


. 
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The Flies are a ſart of Miſcreants, which the Icquifitors com- 


mit to Priſon, under a Colour. Theſe Flies will cunniogly, in 
two or three Days infinuate themſelves into the Boſomes of the 

er Prifonegs 3 and then pretending a great deal of Religion, 
will profer to difcourſe them, and by degrees get” out of their 
Mouths matter of Accuſation againſt them. Which done, they 
move for. a Day of Hearing, and by that means being brought 
before the Inquilitors, they impeach the Priſoners, who ſhall be 
fure to hear of it afterwards to their Sorrow. Theſe Flies,as ſoon 
as they are out of one Priſon, for lucre of Money, will be content 
to be pat into/another, and ſo into a third and a fourth, where 
they will lie in Chains, as the other Priſoners do, enduring 
Hunger, and Cold, and the Stench and Loathſpmnels of the Pri- 
ſon, and all to betray others. ; | 

If a Keeper of any of the Priſons belonging to the Inquiſition 
happen to be'af a Gentle and Courteous Nature, and uſe his 
priſoners favonrably, the Offence is ſo heinous, it it come tothe 
Inquiſitors Ears, that he is ſure to be whipt about the City; 
and tobe condemned to the Galleys for ſix Years. 

If any of the Priſoners ſing a Pſalm, or recite any Portion of 
the Scripture, the Inquiſitors take it for a very great Offence, 
and preſently ſend an Officer to him, requiring him to be filenr, 
upoh Pain'of Excommunication 3 and if he do not rake that for 
a Warning, they order a Bit to be put upon his Tongue to teach 
bim: Obedience. 

- As for the Torments which the Inquiſitors make uſe of to ex- 
tort Confeſſions from their Priſoners, they are of two ſorts : 
The firſt is: that of the Gibber or Pulley ; with which, when a 
MiſerableCreature is to be tormented, firſt comes one behind 
tam, 26d binds his Hands with a Cord, eightor cen times adout, 
the Inquiſttors calling upon him to ſtrain each Binding harder 
then other. Then they cauſe rhe Priſoner's Thumbs to be bound 
extream hard, with a ſmall Line, ard fo both Hands and Thumbs 
aze faſten'd'to a Pully which hangs on the Gibbet z thet they put 
heavy Bolts on his Feet, and hang upon thoſe Boles, between h1s' 
Feet; certain Weights of Iron, and fo-koiſe him or-hey { for 
they are never curious of the Sex ) from the Ground 3 and 
while the poor Wretch hapgs in this Plight, the NY ">

hort him to accuſe himſelf, and as many others as he knows of, 
( excellent Popiſh Chriſtianity ) and if they can ſcrew nothing 
out of him, then they command the Priſoner to be hois'd higher 
to the very Beam, till his Head'touch the Pally. , After he has 
hung thus a good while, * and that nothing comes from him, 
the [rquiſitors ( who are both SpeQators and Judges of the 
Torment all this while Y command him to be let down, and 
twice as much Weight to be faſten'd to his Heels, and ſo to be 
hois'd up again. Then they command the Executioner to let 
him up and down, that the Weights of Iron hanging at his 
Heels may have the greater Force, to rend every Joynt of his 
Body aſunder : With which inſufferable Pains, if the Party cries 
out, then the Inqpiſitors roar out as loud te him again, To con- 
feſs the Truth, orelſe he muſt come down with a Vengeance. 
And then they order the Executioner ſuddenly to ſlip the Rope, 
that the Party under Torture may fall with a"Sway ; and 
then ſtopping in the mid way, they give him the _ do; 
which being as ſoon done, it rends all his Body out © | ro, 
Arms, Shoulders, Back, Legs, &c. by reaſon of the ſuddain 
Jerk, andthe Weights hanging at his Legs. G 

They have another ſort of Torture, which is call'd the 4/cll;, 
which 1s after this manner. There is a Piece of Timberijſome- 
what holowed at the top, like a Trough, about the middle 


whereof there is a ſharp Bar, going croſs, whereon a: Man's 


Back reſteth, that it cannot go to the Bottom : It is alſo ſo plac'd 
that his Heels ſhall Iye higher then his Head. Then is the Par- 
ty, naked, laid thereon, his Arms, Thighs and Legs, being 
bound with ſtrong ſmall Cords, wreſted with ſhort Trunche- 
ons, till the Cords pierce almoſt to the very Bone - Then they 
take a thick Piece of fine Lawn Cloth, and Jay it over the Parties 
Mouth, as he lies upright upon his Back, ſo that it may ſtop his 
Noſtrils alſo ; then taking a good Quantity of Water, they 
pour it in a long Stream, like a Thread , which falling from 
on high, drivesthe Cloth down into his Throat z which puts 
the miſerable Wretch into as great an Agony,as any Man endures 
at the Point of Death : for in this Torture he has not Liberty 
to draw his Breath, while the Water ſtops his Breath, and the 
Cloth bis Noſtrils ; fo that when the Cloth is drawn out ow the 
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bottom of his Throat, it draws out Blood with It, and a Man 
would think it tore out his very Bowels. And this Torment 
is iterated as often as the Inquiſitors pleaſe. 

There is yet another ſort of Torture, which is much paCtis'd 
by theſe Inquiſitor, not ' inferiovr to the former: For they 
take a Pan of burning Charcoal, and ſet it juſt over againſt the 
Soles of the Parties Feet, juſt before he goes to the Rack; and 
that the Fire may have the more Force upon them, they baſt 
them with Lard. ; 

When a Heretic is brought forth upon the Stage to be diſ-' 
grac'd, or zo the Stake to be burnt, he is attired in a Sambenito, 
or long Garment, painted all over with ugly Devils, having a 
high-crowrfd Hat, upon which a Man is painted burning in the 
Fire, with ſeveral Devils plying him with Fire and Faggor. Their 
Tongues arg alſo put between a cleft Piece of Wood, which 
nips and pinches their Tongues, 'ſo that they cannot ſpeak, and 
their Hands are moreaver faſt bound.behind them. And yer, ſuch 
is the Wicked Hypocriſie of theſe Inquiſitors, that when they 
bequeath any perſon to the Secular Power,to be burnt, they do it 
with this humble requeſt, To ſhew the Priſoner as much Fayour 
as may be, and neither to break any Bone, nor pierce the Skin of 
his Body. A ſtrange piece of Impudence, to pretend to ſo much 
Mercy and Clemency toward thoſe, to whom themſelves have 
bin all along ſo extreamly Barbarous'and Crnel. 

Theſe Inquiſitors, one time among the reſt, apprehended a 
Noble Lady in Sevil, becauſe that a Siſter of hers, a vertuous 
Virgin, confeſſed in the Extremity of her Torments, that ſhe 
had ſometime had Conference with this Siſter of hers abont mar- 
ters of Religion. - This Lady they ſhut up in cloſe Priſon, and 
us'd her in all things, as they did their other Priſoners, and at 
length, ſo terribly tormented her in the Trough, that by rea- 
ſon of the ſtrait ſtraitning of the Strings, cutting to.the very 
Bones of her Arms, Thighs and Shins, ſhe was brought back 
half dead to the Priſon, the Blood guſhing out at her Mouth in 
great abundance, ſo that ſhe dy'd within eight days. 

Io the ſame manner was a wholeCongregation'sf Faithful and 
Religious People cut off at Sevil, 'the moſt of whom: the Inquiſi- 
tors conſum?®d with Fire, as they could: diſcover and apprehend 
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By what bus bin ſaid, it may be eaſily ſeen how great and 
exorbitant is the rage and cruglty of theſe bloody and mercileſs 
Icquiſitorsto all that profes. the Truth of Scripture ; and how 
ſlight a thing: they make of murthering and torturing the Bo- 
dies of all that came under their tyranny ; making no diftini- 
on either of Age or Sex. And hence it may be as eaſie for all 
true Engliſhmeu to judge how fatal the Conſequences might have 
bin, had the Liberty of this Nation bin ſubdu'd under the heavy 
weight of Inquilition'and Slavery. h "Sg" 
In Germany, after the Victories of Charles V, againſt the Lu- 
therans, there enſy'd a very bitter Perſecution in maty places, 
Authority arm'd with Laws and vigorous Malice,l[trtving againſt 
ſimple Verity. Both Miniſters and People,ſome were tolled from 
place to place ; ſome exil'd out of their native Countries,others 
driven into the Woods, and forc'd to live i Caves ; ſothetor- 
mented ypon the Rack,and others burnt with Fire'and Fagygot. . 
Henry Suphen, a laborious Miniſter , was, by his mercilefs 
Adverſaries the Monks and Prieſts in Aetdorp,, hal'd out of his 
Bed naked, in the depth of Winter, and driven bare-foot over 
the lce, till his Feet were cut to the Bone z then bouod in Chains. 


and ſet in the Stocks ; after that remov'd to another place; atid 


ſhut vp in a Cupboard ; the next. day bound Hands and Feer ant 


* Neck together, and hurry'd away to' be burnt. ' At, what time 


a certain Woman proffering herſelf. to ſuffer Two thÞoſand 
Stripes, and give"them.a conſiderable Sum of Mony, but to 
reſpit bis Life till he could bave a public Hearing, they threw 
her under foot, and trod upon her ; and not content to burn 
the Martyr .inbumanly and barbarouſly, cut and mangled 
him before they threw bin in the Fire. | | 
Another of the ſame Funftion.was thrown inte Priſon, where, 
among other Cruekies, he was hoiſted up with a'Cord, and a 
reat Stove hanging at his Heels, {o that the Sweat which dropt 
ram his Body through pain and anguiſh, lookt like Blood, ang 
tbey. let him down with ſuch an extraordinary ſwing, that rhe 
violence of the fall laid him almoſt far. dead ; then they let him 
down into-adeep Dungeon, where my kept him eighteen Uays, 
and then burnt him. And all this while,none bur the Monks and 


Fryers both his Accuſers, Judges, aud Hangwen. _ 
With 
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With. the ſame cruelty was one Nicholas apprehended at 
Antwerp, bound up in a Sack, and thrown into the River. | 

- In the Year 1543 notice being given that certain Eurherans 
met privately together at 'Lovarre, an Inquifitor coming from 
Bruſſels with a. Band of Soldiers, brake into their Houſes, and 
hal'd away the Men and Women out of their Beds from their 
Children. Two were burnt alive in the Fire ; an Aged Man 
was beheaded, and two old Women burnt quick. Which leads 
vs to the bloody Perſecution in the NVerherland:. 

-* Where the Light of the Goſpel being much ſpread abroad, 
King Philip of Spain ferit the Duke of Ava with a great Army 
to root oat"the Profefiors of it ; who exerciſed onparaltell'd_ 
Cruelties and Butcheries againſt all ſorts of Perfons both of the 
Nobility and Commons, permitting his Soldiers to Raviſh Ma- 
trons and Virgins, while their Husbands and Parents were forc'd 
to ſtand by and behold it.

-The Duke himſelf alfo boaſted, that he had bin a diligent 
Rooter-ont of Hereſie ; for that beſides thofe which he had 
flain in War, inthe ſpace of fix yeras he had put into the Hands 
of the common Hangman above eighteen thoufand Perſons. 

His Son- Don Frederie being; ſent by him to Zarpher, was re- 
ceiv'd by the Burghers without ayy Oppoſition ; yet was heno 
{ooner entred-the Town but he fell to murther,hang and drown 
" 4 number of Inhabitants, with infinite Crueltics ſhew'> upon 
Wives and Virgins, not ſparing the very Infants. From thence 
marching to Naerden, the Inhabitants made an agreement with 
himy- and he entred the Town vpon Conditions conſented to, 
and the Faith of a Soldier. But never did Canibals or Scythians, 
or the moſt barbarous People in the World, commit moreabo- 
minable Outrages ther Duke Frederic ſafferd in this Town. For 
after he had aſſembled the Burghers into the Chappel of the Hoſ- 
pital, under pretenceof giving them Inſtructions for the future 
government of their City, he commanded his Soldiers to' mur- 
ther them all, without Fparitg any one. Thus the Men were Maſ- 
facred;\the Women were firſt-Ravidt'd, and then- moſt crnelly 
Morther'd; the Inhabitants and Children had their Throats cut ; 
and” in ſottie Houſes they ty'd the Inhabitants to the Poſts, and 
then ſet fire totheir Houſes, and burhtt them ative. | So that » 
ne 
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the whole Town,, neither Man, . Wife, Maid nor Child, Youpg 
nor Old,-wereſpar'd. 


. After this, the Town of Harlem was, after a long Siege,: ſur- 


rendred to the- ſame Don Frederic' upon a- Compolition, by, 
which they were to pay Two hundred and forty thouſand Florins 
to redcemthemfelves and the Town from Spoil; But Dor Fre-, 
deric-having, thus. got into the Town,. commanded that at the 


Toll of the-Great Bell, all the Burghers and Soldiers ſhould 
- carry their Arms into the Stat-houſe ; that the Townſmen, 


ſhould go into the Cloyſter of Ze, the Women into the Ca- 
thedral Church, and the Soldiers into another Church ; and: 
while the. poor Burghers were guarded in the Church, the per- 
fidious Spaniards piunder'd their Houſes, .The next day, the 
Dloody Don Frederic Caus'd Three hundred Walloons to be Hang'd 
and Beheaded z and-the next day, Captain Riperdon and his Lieu- 
cenant, together with one Stemback, a Miniſter, were hang'd, 


aud T wo.lundred-forty ſeven Soldiers drown'd in 'tbe Sea of 


Harlem. | The next day, a great number were executed, and 
the next day Three hundred more Soldiers and Burgbers loſt 
their Heads, together with one S:mon Simonſon another Miniſter. 
Preſently after, three of the principal Magiſtrates loſt their 
Heads; .and to fill up this Sea of Blood , all the Sick 'and 
Wounded were beheaded before the Hoſpital Gate. | 
' Not long before, the Town of Yalenciennes,in Hainenlt,haying

dered. At Troy in Champaigne about the ſame number voy - 
At Orleans a thouſand ; ſix or ſeven hundred at Roan. At Bowrpes, 
Nevers and La Charite, all they could find were killed : At 7 ho- 
louze , two hundred were ſlaughtered.

And by Letters frem 
Rome to Sir Phelim Queale and the Lord Margmrre, which were 
intercepted, it was no lefs apparent that the Pope and his Car-' 
dinal'Nephews rejoyc'd when they heard that Sir Phelim had 
taken Arts, and affur*d him all Affiſtance from Rome. The Je- 
ſoites, Prieſts, Fryers, and all the reſt of the viperous Fra- 
ternity belonging to their Holy Orders, were well aflir'd of 
that, and therefore during the ſix years, Joſt no time, bur 
moſt dext'rouſly apply'd themſelves to accompliſh their Deſign. 
So that when the lot was fo ſirely (as they thought) laid, that 
itcould not fail, and that the Day was once prefix'd for Exe- 
cution, they were ſoimpudent as pobticly ro ſolicir Heaven, by 
their Prayers, for the good Snecefs of a great Deſign much 
tending to the Good of the Kingdom, and the Advancement of 
the Catholic Cauſe. ' And ts facitirate the Work, and incenſe 
the Zeal ane' Fury of the People, they londly dechaim'd in alt 
places againſt the Proteſtants, telling the People they were He- 
retics, and not to be ſuffer'd any longer to live among them: 
That it was no more a Sinto kill a Proteſtant, then to killa Dog 3 
and that it whs a mortal and unpardonable Sin to relieve or pro- 
teCt any of them. | 
According to this DoCtrin,one of the 7r;ſþ Prieſts.being ask'd, 
whether it werenot lawful to kill an Engl:ſh Miniſter, becauſe he 
would not go to Maſs, made Anſwer, That it was as lawful to 
kill him, as to kill a Sheep or a Dog. And ſeveral of the 1riſ 
Rebels after the Ceſſation, confeſs'd, That their Prieſts had 
given them- the Sacrament, -vupon condition they ſhould ſpare 
neither Man, Woman nor Child that were Proteſtants. Nor 
did'thoſe Caitif Prieſts and Fryers ſtick to ſtir up tke Multitude, 
by promiſing them Celeſtial Wages for the Reward of Slaughter 
and Maſſacres. Inſomuch that one Ocnllan a Prieſt rold his Au- 
ditors, That the Bodies of fuch as dy'd in the Quarrel, fhould 
not be-cold before their Souls ſhould afcend up into Heaven, 
and" that ithey ſhould be free from all the Pains of Purgatory, 
But the moſt comfortable Encouragement was the Licence which 
their helliſh Prieſts gave them, under the Aſſurances of its being 
Lawful 
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Lawful and Meritorious, to Strip, Rob and Diſpoil the Pro- 


teſtayts, there being no greater Incentive to provoke the- * 


Muliitude to Wickedneſs and Villanyzthen Plunder and Rapine. 
The Rabvle being thus let looſe, pnd prepoſleſs'd by their 
Priefts. with a belief, that it was lawſol for them to riſe up and 


deſtroy all-the Proteſtants, as beirg worſe then, Dogs,'or rather, ' 


ils, and ſuch as ſerv*d the Devil, and aſſuring them, that 

the Killing of ſuch was a Meritorious ACtt,and a rare Preſervative 
againſt the /Pains of. Purgatory, preſently fell to work , and. 
haying,.partly by Corchs and partly by Treachery, | pollets'd: 
themſelves of the Chief Places of Strength in ſeveral Provinces, 
difarm'd the, Proteſtants, robb'd them of their Goods, ſtripp'd 
them 'to the Skins, and gotten their Perſons into their Power, 
could-no longer contain from aCting in all Places where they be-, 
came Maſters, thoſe horrid Maſſacres and execrable Murthers 
which Canibals themſelves would be aſham'd to own; Then the; 
True Spirit of Popery bgan to appear in her.own Colours, and: 
with delight to ſatiate her ancient implacable Malice, in her long; 
wiſh'd for, and often plotted Deſtruttion of the Inhabitants. ' - 
At the Caltle of L:/gool, in the Coumy of Fermanagh, the ſaid 
Gaſtle being ſet on Fire, an Hundred and fifty Mer, Women 
and Children were either þurnt or ſmothered to death; not: 
above two or three eſcaping. (1 765 553) 
The ſame bloody Company being admitted into the Caſthgof 
Tallab, tho' it were deliver'd into the: hands - Rorie Mac Cnite 
upon Compoſition, and faithful Promiſes of: fair Quarter ;' yet 
the Proteſtants having ſurrender*d their Arms, were firſt all 
ſ{tripp'd by the Rebels, and then moſt cruelly murther'd, to the 

number of an hundred: For they maſſacred ſtill by Whole ſale. 

In the ſame County. of Fermanagh, ſeventeen Proteſtants were 
half hang'd in the Church of Clowniſb, and ſo buried. ;Far 
ſhould we number ſingle Murthers, we ſhould never have done, 
and therefore we pick out the choiceſt of their Cruelties. And 
thus they were not content to Murther a Child ;of ane Thomas 
Stratton of Newton, but Boyl'd it to Death in. aCaldron. 

In the Pariſh of X:ilmore, they thruſt two, and twenty Prote- 
Rants into a thatch'd Houſe, and then burnt them-alive:/ In an0+ 
ther place, they compell'd a Woman to hang her own —_— 
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One John Greg was quarter'd alive in the Church of Loghgalt, 
and his Quarters thrown in his Father's Face. Lieutenant Fames 
Maxwell, by Order of Sir Phelim Oneale, was drag'd out of his 
Bed raving in the height of a Fever, driven two Miles, and mur- 


- ther'd ; and his Wife great with Child, ſtripp'd ſtark naked and 


drown'd in the Black-water, the Child half born. 

At Leighlin Bridge, a Woman was deliver'd of two Children, 
of which one had the Brains daſh*d out againſt the Stones, the 
other was more mercifully murthered. 

A Dyar's Wife of Roſs-Frevor, being great with Child of two 
Children,had her Belly ripp'd up by the Rebels, and was thrown 
both ſhe and her Children in a Ditch. p 

Inthe County of Roſcommon, one William Stewart had Collops 
of Fleſh cut off from his Body while he was alive, Fire-coals put 
into his Mouth, and his Belly ripp'd up, and his Entrails wrapt 
about his Neck and Wriſts. 

Near Temple- Houſe in Slego, ten Men, Women and Children 
were buriedalive. Andjn the ſame County the Rebels forc'd one 
Lewis the Younger to kill bis Father,and then hang'd the Son. 

In the County of 7rone they hang'd- up eight Scoth Infants 
upon a Cloather's Tenter-hooks ; and having ripp'd up the 
Belly of a Scorchman, they ty*'d the end of his ſmall'Guts to a 
Tree, and then wound him round and round the Tree, that 
they might try (as they ſaid) whether a Dog's or a Scorchmar's 
Guts were longelt. 

With ſach an inhuman Violence,and unſatiable Thirſt of Inno- 
cent Blood ; with ſuch Savage Butcheries of Men, Women and 
Children, without reſpeCt either of Age, Sex or Quality, un- 
parallelPd *in Story , did this barbarons and cruel Rebellion 
overflow the' whole Kingdom of Ireland. © And allthis by the 
Contrivance, and at the Inſtigation of the moft immortal and 
bloody Generation of Men,the Jeſuites,Popiſh Prieſts and Sacrile- 
gious Fryers; a ſort of People ſo wickedly inhuman, and ſo inhu- 
manly cruel, that the Damned raay look for more Mercy in Hell, 
then Proteſtants at their hands, where-eyer they come under 

their tyrannical and deſtruQive Power. | 

For pot only by the recited Examples , but by a cloud of o- 
ther Proofs it appears, that the Execrable Rage of the 1riſ 
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Murtherers , inflam'd by thoſe Infernal Incendiaries, was not 
ſatisfied with the variety of Tartures and cruel Deaths of the 
Liviog , by Stripping , Starving, Burning, Strangling, bury- 
ing alive; and by many Exquifite Torments putting Men, Wo- 
men and Childern to death'{ inſomuwch that a quick diſpatch was 
a great Mercy , ſo cruel_are the Mercies of the wicked ) bot 
their Hellif@ Rage and Fury extended alſo to the Babes unborn , 
ripping them out of their Mathers Womb, and deſtroying 
thoſe Innocent Creatures, .to- glut their Savage Inhumanity. 
Nor ſtopp'd it there ; but extended alſo to the Ranfacking of 
the Graves of thedead , while they dragg'd the dead Carkaſes 
of the Proteſtants out of their Graves , that they might not 
reſt in hallow'd ground. 

Neither did their Execrable Malice ſtay here, but became 
boundleſs , not only to the Deſtruftion and Devaſtation of the 
Hooſes, Caſtles , aud whole ſubſtance of the Proteſtants , but 
even to the utter Extirpation of the Engliſh Nation , and the 
Proteſtant Religion out of the Kingdom: All which they ated 
with that brutiſh fury , as if the wild Beaſts of the Deſerts, 
Wolves , Bears and Tigres , nay Finds and Furies had bin let 
loofe from Hell upon the Land. 

In ſhort , ' words are not ſufficient to declare , how thoſe hor- 
rid Rebels, aQuated by their bloody Prieſts and Jeſuites, violated 
all Laws of God and Man, all Bonds of Charity and Human So- 
ciety, and how perfidious and treacherous they were ; yet how 
true in the Obſervation of that Maxim of Rome, That there is no 
Faith ta be kept with Heretics, 

From hence it is now time to waft gver into Frazce, which 
brings up the Scene of theſe Tragical Relations , or rather fer- 
rible to warn all that are free from the Slavery of Rome , 
how they ſupinely ſuffer themſelves to be reduc'd under the Op- 
preſſions of ber Croelty. Hitherto the Jeſuits, Prieſts and Fry- 
ers have bin all for Mallcreand Extirpation, the Torments and 
Tortures cf whichare but like Storms and Hurricanes, that aft 
only for a time, from whence at. length Death gives releaſe. 
But the French are generally accompted a more wittie and Inven- 
tive fort of People then their Neighbours; and therefore the 


Virulent Popiſh Clergy of that Kingdom , tho no leſs —_— 
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and wicked then their Brethren , would be thonght more ioge- 
nious then to go the common Road of Mailacre and Extirpation, 
finding themſelves /perkaps ſo infamous for [that already. - For 


_ which reaſon they have found out a new way ts keep Men alive 


in their Torments; and make uſe of their Tortures, not ſo 
much to kill the Body , as the Soul. They find they cannot 
by their own Arguments convert the Proteſtants , and therefore 
they ſend Profligate Dragoons and vilanous Soldiers, totry what 
they can do by the rude Arguments of Rapine and Violence. And 
becauſe they cannot find ever Chrilt or his Apoſtles ever 
made uſe of any ſuch means of Converſion, therefore they pu- 
niſh the Proteſtants not for th eir Religion , but for being Rebel- 
and Diſobedient to their Soveraign , and make their rejefting 
Popiſh traſh and Ceremony to be difloyaltie. 

Perfidiouſneſs and Ingratitude generally go- together ; and 
both meeting in the Popiſh Clergy of France , have bin the 
Ruin of ſo many hundred thouſand of French Proteſtants , 
ſome in their Bodies and Eſtates , ſome in Eſtates Bodies 
and Souls altogether. But it is well known , that ſoonafter 
the preſent King of France came to the Crown , there aroſe a 
Civil War in the Kingdom ſo ſharpand deſperate, that it brovhr 
the State within a hairs breadth of Ruin. In the midſt of which 
Troubles , thoſe of, the reformed Religion kept their Loyaltic 
in ſo inviolable a manner , and gave each proofs of their Emi- 
nent Services , that the King found himſelf. oblig'd to givepub- 
lic Marks of itby a Declaration made at St. Germany, in the year 
1652. So far were they from being at that time accounted Re- 
bels or Diſobedient. But the Romiſb Clergy of France more then 
Diabolically Malicions , and enyying the Proſperity of the Pro- 
teſtants, and believing a Toleration of their Religion would be 
an Eclipſe or Diminution of their Authority , orderd ic ſo that 
their chiefeſt Glory, proved the principal and moſt eſſential part 
of their Ruin. For the Jeſuits and therr Party made it their bu» 
fineſs to envenome all thofe Impotent Services in the King , and 
his Miniſters minds: Reaſoning by the Inſtint of the Devil, 
that if the Party of the Prot $s were ſoconfiderable, that 
they could preſerve'the State , they were abke as well to over- 
throw it, if a fair occaſion ſhould offer it ſelf : For which rea- 
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ſons grounded upon Antichriſtian Politicks,a Reſolution was ta- 
ken to ſuppreſs-all the Proteſtant Party, and to bury in Obli- 
vion all the good. Services they had done. To which-purpoſe, 
in the,firſt place, they-took from them the uſe of their Churches, 
and deny'd them the benefit of Law and Juſtice, and overwhelm'd 
them with an Inundation of Criminal Proceſles that faſtned on 
their Reputations, their Liberties and their Lives. The Cu- 
rates and other Officers of Pariſhes were impower'd to enquire 
exactly into whateyer [the Reformiſts might have done or ſaid 


for. ſome years palt, either-vpon the ſcore of Religionvr other- 


wiſe, and to make Information thereof before the Magiſtrates 
of the Places, who were to puniſh them without Remiſhon, So 
that in ſhort time, in all places, the Priſons were fil'd with 
theſe kind of Criminals, veither were falſe witneſles lacking ; 
and that which was moſt horrible was, that tho the Judges 
were convinc'd that The Witaeilſes were all Knights of the Polt ; 
yet they maintained them and upheld them in their falſe Teſti- 
mony. - And thus the moſt Innocent and Virtuous perſons were 
Condemned, ſcme to the Gallies , others to Exilement , and 
public penances :-And this ſort of Perſecution fell chiefly on the 
Miniſters , who could never preach. without having for their 
Spies and Obſeryators , a Troop of Monks, Prieſts and. Mifi- 
onaries , who made noſcruple tocharge them with thipgs which 
they never ſo much as thought of , and to pervert others into a 
contrary Senſe ; and: theſe falſe Interpretations of the Preach- 
ers thoughts , were lookt upon by the chief Miniſters of State , 
as evident Proofs. Then as for the Secular Proteſtants ; Their 
Eſtates -were weaken'd, and by expenſive Suits in maintenance of 
their own Rights, which were always giv*a againſt them,the bet- 
ter ſort weredeprived of a) Offices and Employments,both Mili- 
tary and Civil ; and the meaner fort of all ways of Subiſtance. 

They rendred all Arts and Trades almoit inacceſſible to the 
Proteſtants, by the difficultics of arriving to the Maſterſhip of 
them, and by the exceſſive Expences they mult.-be at to be admit- 
ted therein , whicl» they could. not -be without a Law-Suir, 


; upder the weight of which moſt commonly they ſunk, as-not be- 
. ing able to hold out. They were medencapable of being Ma- 


giſtrates of Towns or Cities, and they were ſo narrowly _ 
after, 
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after, that they were-nort ſuffer'd to be ſo much as Meſlengers, 
Coachmen or Waggoners, or any thing of-that nature. Nay, 
they proceeded to that exceſs.of Cruelty, that they would ror 
foffer any Midwives of the Refarmed Religion to da their Of- 
ficez by which unheard of Methods it-is not.to be expreſt how 
many particular Perſons and Families were reduc'd to Ruin and 
Miſery. And thus we ſee how ſevere the Uſages ſhew'd to the 
French Proteſtants were, before they came to the utmoſt Vio- 
tence. But now they come to open Force, to accomplifh the 
Ruin-of the Proteſtants, and Dragooners muſt be the Sorbox 
Doors to confute them of their Errors. The manner of which 
was this, in all the Proteſtant Towns, Cities and Villages of 
France , the Inhabitants were allembled together , and told, 
T hat it was the King's pleaſure they ſhould immediately turn 
Catholics ; and that if they would not do it freely, he would 
make them do it by Force. To which the People anſwer'd, That 
they-were ready to ſacrifice their Lives and Eſtates to the King, 
but their Conſciences being God's, they could not in any man- 
ner diſpoſe of them. This being the general Propoſal, and the 
general Reply, preſently the Dragoons that lay not far off were 
all ſent for,and quarter'd in the Reformiſts Houſes at diſcretion, 
with a ſtrict Charge, That none ſhould ſtir out of theic Houſes, 
nor conceal any of their Goods or Effects, on great Penalties. 
Then' the firſt Arguments they us'd for the Converſion of the 
Souls committed to their Charge, was to conſume all the Provi- 
fions the Houſe afforded ; then to plunder what they could find, 
whether Money , Rings or Jewels , and in general what ever 
was of value: afterwards they pilladg'd the Houſes , ard ſold 
the Goods before the owners faces. Laſtly, they fell upon theic 
perſons, and there is no Wickedneſs or Act of Horrour which 
they did not-put in practiſe to force them to change their Relt 

gion.  Amidit a thouſand hideous cries, and athouſand Blafphe- 
mics , they hung up Women by the hair and feet on the Root 
of the Chamber or Chimney Hooks, and ſmoakrt. them with 
wiſps of wet hay , tillthey were no longer able to bear it; and 
when they Had taken them down, if they would not fign a Re- 
cantation:, \ they hupg- them up in the ſame manner again. They 


threw them into great fires kigdled on purpoſe ,, and never put- 
G 3 ied

led them out till they were half roaſted : They ty'd ropes under 
their Arms , and plung'd them upand down in Wells, till they 
promiſed to change their Religion. They ty'd their hands be- 
hind them , and then with a funnel pour'd Wine down their 
Throats ſo long , till being depriv'd of their reaſon , they con- 
ſented tobe Catholics They ſtript Women naked, and after 
they had offered them a thouſand Indignities, they ſtuck them 
with pins from the top to the bottom : They cut them with pen- 
knives, and ſometimes with red hot pincers dragged them a- 
bout the room till they promiſed to turn. They kept others 
from ſleeping ſeven or eight days and nights together , releiv- 
ing one another, to keep them waking ; If they found any ſick, 
and that kept their Beds, they had the Cruelty to beat twelve 
Drums together about their Ears without Interceſſion , for 
whole weeks together. They ty'd Fathers'and Husbands to the 
Bedpoſts , and Raviſhed their Wives and Daughters before their 
faces. They pluckt off the Nails from the hands and toes 
of others : They blew up Men and Women with bellows , till 
they were ready to burſt: Pretending to ſhave Mens Beards, and 
cut their Hair , they flead off Skin and Hair from both Parts. 
Where they found wine and glaſſes good ſtore, they broke their 
glaſſes at every Health ; and then having trod or broken the 
Glaſs very ſmall, cauſed the obſtinate Heretic as they call'd him, 
to daunce upon the broken Glaſs till he was able toſtand no lon- 
ger ; then ſtripping him , they rowl'd him-from one end of the 
room tothe other upon ſharp glaſs, till the Skin was ſtuck full 
of the little Fragments; and then fent for a Surgeon to cut 
them out of his Body. 

By theſe Inbuman and more then Barbarous Arguments , do 
the wicked Crew of Jeſuits and Monks in France endeavour to 
vanquiſh the moſt reſolv'd Patiences z and by ſuch deviliſh inven- 
tions as theſe to drive the diſtreſſed Proteſtants to deſpair , and 
faint-heartedneſs. They refuſe to give them Death, which they 
deſire, and only keep them alive totorment them, 

This then being the true Spirit of Popery , ſogenerally Reign- 
ing iq all Ages and Countries where they have the power in their 
hands , the Inference is this , that if we have any love of- our 


Religion , any Abhorrence of Snperſtition and Idolatry , any 
Care 
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Care of our Laws or Eſtates, and Concernment for the. Strength 
and Wealth of the Nation , and deſire to hold the Freedom of 
our Conſciences, the Vertue and Honour of our Families, or 

any care of ſelf-preſervation, to eſcape Maſlacres, and the Tor- 

menting Rage of Perſecution , it will behove us to beware how 

we ſuffer this Diabolical Se&t toprevail, in whoſe ſucceſſes we 

can expect no other then to forfeit all the foregoing Intereſts , 

periſh our ſelves, and bequeath Idolatry , Slavery and Beggery 

to our Poſterity.
